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THEODORE P. BONNER 

BY S. B. TURRENTINE 

Theodore Pickett Bonner was bom in Hyde County, North Caro- 
lina, March 20, 1849. He was educated at Trinity College under the 
administration of President Braxton Craven. Having entered the 
ministry in 1881, he served in the pastorate till the death of his father 
Robert Bonner, when he retired for a few years to render assistance 
to the family. During this interval he was a representative from 
Hyde County in the State Legislature. 

In 1886 he was united in marriage to Miss Emma Miriam Parker, 
of Halifax County, who heroically shared the joys and trials of the 
itinerancy, and who was a great comfort to him during the years of 
his infirmity. In their happy married life beautiful devotion per- 
vaded the precincts of the home. The oldest child, Theodore P. Bonner, 
Jr., made the supreme sacrifice in France during the late world con- 
flict. The other children are, Robert Bonner, of Marion, Brem Bonner, 
of Hickory, and Miss Emma Bonner, of Hickory, who has been attend- 
ing the Scarritt Bible Training School of Kansas City. 

In 1885 he resumed the pastorate and served in order the follow- 
ing named charges: Roanoke Circuit, Scotland Neck, Morganton and 
Hickory, Morganton Station, Hickory and Lenoir, Morganton Station, 
Pineville, Wadesboro, Matthews, Bryson City and Dillsboro. After 
serving one year on the last named charge, in December, 1901, he 
was transferred to the North Carolina Conference and served as follows: 
Mount Olive and Faison, Scotland Neck, and Fairfield. At the Con- 
ference in 1905 he retired from the active ministry, on account of ill 
health. After residing in Richmond for eighteen months he moved 
to Hickory, North Carolina, where he remained till receiving his heavenly 
appointment. 

Endowed with a bright mind, he possessed a keen insight into 
human nature. His analysis of character and conduct was clear and 
discriminating. His method of sermonizing was not confined to rigid 
rules of homiletics, but his messages were characterized with originality 
and with a practical knowledge of the needs of the people to whom he 
ministered. He loved the doctrines of Methodism and was fearless 
in defending truth and in assailing shams and error. His sense of humor 
and talent for argument contributed to pleasant fellowship in the social 
circle. To his most intimate friends were the strongest and tenderest 
elements of his nature revealed. ^ 






Without indirection his motives prompted frankness of conduct 
With courage was blended tenderness, and with zeal was united modera" 
tion. While rebuking error he sought to rescue the erring. About 
an hour before his translation he related an incident of one of his pas- 
torates when he won a man to Christ. 

On Saturday afternoon at 5:30 o’clock, December 18, 1920 
while sitting in his chair, his noble spirit passed into the larger life 
The end came as he had desired — without prolonged illness or pain* 
Three days before his departure he said to a friend that he hoped he 
would be in heaven in a week. 

To him the following beautiful tribute was paid through the column 
of the local press: “He was known by everybody old and young, in 
Hickory. No man will be missed more than he. Devoted to his 
family, his church and community, he was a silent influence for good, 
and he had the respect and friendship of the whole community.” Such 
a life merits the inspired encomium: “A good name is rather to be chosen 
than great riches, and loving favor rather than silver and gold.” 



CHARLES WESLEY ROBINSON 



Charles Wesley Robinson was bom in Mount Gilead, North Caro- 
lina, September 17, 1858, and died in Clayton, North Carolina, April 
8, 1921. He was the son of J. M. and Eliza Robinson. On December 
16, 1891, he was happily married to Rosa Chandler, of Caswell County, 
North Carolina. From this union one son was bom, Horace W. Robin- 
son. At Reidsville, North Carolina, December, 1886, the subject of 
this sketch was admitted on trial into the North Carolina Conference. 
Two years later he was ordained deacon by Bishop John C. Gran- 
berry at the Conference held in New Bern. In 1890 he was ordained 
elder by Bishop John C. Keener, at Wilson. For nearly thirty-five 
years he labored among us as a faithful and consecrated itinerant 
preacher of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. He served the following charges 
with great acceptability: Yanceyville Circuit, Junior Preacher, 1887; 
Winston Station and Mission, Junior Preacher, 1888, Plymouth, 1889- 
91; Morehead City, 1892; Pittsboro Circuit, 1893-94; Durham Circuit, 
1895; North Gates Circuit, 1896-97-98-99; Snow Hill Circuit, 1900; 
Tarboro Station, 1901-02; Warrenton Circuit, 1903-04^05; Central, 
Raleigh, 1906; Granville Circuit, 1907-08-09-10; Clayton, 1911-12-13; 
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Jonesboro Circuit, 1914-15-16; Siler City Circuit, 1917-18; Jenkins 
Memorial, Raleigh, 1919; Superannuated, 1920-21. Having felt a divine 
call to the ministry in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, Brother 
Robinson realized his need of the advantages of a college education 
and resolutely set himself to the task of obtaining it. By earnest and 
steady application he graduated from Trinity College in the year 1886 
But he was not content with having obtained a college diploma. Through 
his entire ministry he was a diligent student, reading the best books 
and keeping abreast of the thinkers of his day. His pulpit messages 
were always helpful and inspiring. He had a pleasing personality and 
easily won and held friends wherever he labored. His brotherly bear- 
ing and genial spirit inspired confidence, and the people trusted him 
as a beloved shepherd. In the times of sorrow and disappointment 
his members found in him a friend upon whom they could lean for 
strength and comfort. Because of his ability to adapt himself to all 
conditions, and to meet successfully trying situations, he became one 
of our safest men, one who could be relied upon to do the wise thing. 

In temperament and training he was a very conservative man. Wel^ 
did he deliberate over every prop>osition that was submitted to him' 
After weighing all the facts, pro and con, he would suggest a course o^ 
action that would app>eal to the sober judgment of all concerned. His 
judgment was so unerring and safe that the churches were glad to 
trust him implicitly both in material and spiritual matters. In the 
Home Memorial Church at Clayton where he wrought so well, is found 
a striking illustration of his constructive genius and business saga- 
city. For generations to come that magnificent temple of worship 
will stand out preeminently as a monument to his untiring efforts 
and statesman-like vision. Brother Robinson was a wise master- 
builder in spiritual things as well as in material matters. He not 
only conserved all the interests of the charges he served, but laid deep 
and broad foundations on which he built His work was never super- 
ficial; he cared not for the spectacular and the sensational. He worked 
and prayed for permanent results. The great fundamental doctrines 
of the Bible and Methodism were the themes he delighted to preach 
and to expoimd. Under his ministry sinners were brought to a sav- 
ing knowledge of God, and the churches blessed and nourished by 
the soul-searching and inspiring messages which he delivered unto the 
people. Seeing the work of the Lord prospering in his hands, and the 
churches being built up in the most holy faith gave him a foretaste 
of his heavenly reward. During his latter days he was called upon 
to suffer greatly, but there was never a murmur heard to fall from 
his lips. His resignation in those closing days was made more beautiful 
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by the unfolding and transfiguring of his saintly soul. Before leav- 
ing his comrades he bore testimony to the fact that he was seeking a 
city that hath foundations, whose builder and maker is God. It was 
fitting that his funeral should be conducted from the Home Memorial 
Church in Clayton where he wrought so successfully. His remains 
were laid to rest in beautiful Oakwood Cemetery, in Raleigh. A large 
number of sorrowing friends from Clayton and other points were present 
at the funeral, to pay the last tribute of respect and love to their fallen 
leader. Revs. John C. Wooten, W. W. Peele, L. B. Pattishall and 
the writer conducted the funeral. His body has returned “dust to 
to dust,” but his knightly spirit has been released from the tenement 
of clay and is forever with the Lord. 



RUFUS C. CRAVEN 

BY T. G. STEM 

Rufus C. Craven was bom in Randolph County, North Carolina, 
September 15, 1867, and was the son of Wesley C. and Caroline Cheek 
Craven, both of whom are still living. He attended Oak Ridge In- 
stitute and was a graduate of that institution. In 1888 he married 
Valeria Case. To this imion were bom four children. Two of them, 
a boy named Grady, and a girl named Valeria, died a few years ago. 
The other two children who survive him are Muriel Craven Hunter, 
wife of R. L. Himter, of Norfolk, Virginia, and Josephine Craven, 
who is teaching in Roxboro, North Carolina. The devoted wife and 
mother died at Rocky Mount, North Carolina, during the year 1917. 
In 1919 Brother Craven married Emma Jv nes Hunter, of Warren 
County, who survives him. 

For a number of years prior to the time he entered the minis try 
he was engaged in educational work. He organized graded schools 
in Tatum, South Carolina, and at Moimt Airy, North Carolina, and 
taught in these schools for several years. Of him as a teacher one of 
his pupils, who attended the Marlboro High School at Tatum, South 
Carolina, has recently said: “One of the greatest blessings that has 
ever come into my life, came through my contact with this great teacher. 
I owe more to him than any other man with whom I have been asso- 
ciated. He was indeed a master teacher.” 

While his school work was in every sense a success, he felt called 
to preach, and the call, as he expressed it, was so strong he could not 
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resist. He joined the Western North Carolina Conference at Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, in 1898, and was appointed to Spencer, where 
he served until June, 1901. He was then elected President of Daven- 
port College at Lenoir, North Carolina, and served as President of 
that college until June, 1903. At that time, for some reason. Buck- 
horn Circuit in the North Carolina Conference was open, and he took 
that appointment until Conference of that year, when he was trans- 
ferred to the North Carolina Conference at Goldsboro. In the North 
Carolina Conference he served the following charges: Tarboro, 1904- 
05-06; Henderson, 1907-08-09-10; Trinity Church, Durham, 1911-12- 
13-14; Rocky Mount, 1915-16-17-18; Oxford, 1919, to the time of his 
death, which occurred at Oxford, North Carolina, September 29, 1921. 

The foregoing is but a brief sketch of an unusually active and 
eventful life. From personal knowledge, I can speak of Rev. R. C. 
Craven only as I knew him as my pastor at Oxford during the last 
few years of life, but from all reports and from the records which show 
that the eighteen years of his ministry in the North Carolina Conference 
was spent at five charges only, I am fully satisfied that his entire minis- 
try was of a high order and eminently successful. 

This I know — that to his last pastorate he brought an exalted 
standard of Christian endeavor, a vitalized religion of love and service, 
and that around this standard the members of his flock rallied with 
exceptional unanimity. It was not long imtil they came to know 
that in him they had a shepherd who never failed to feed his sheep. 
With energy, which few possessed to such a marked degree, and with 
a zeal '‘which no languor” knew he served his church and ministered 
unto his fiock. 

We have been deprived of his leadership; our loss is great and 
our sorrow burdensome, but in the consciousness of the mighty works 
he wrought among us and in the lingering radiance of his unbounded 
love and noble service we can indeed “let gladness mingle with our 
tears.” 

A royal companion, possessing a jovial disposition, he was in truth 
a bearer of sunshine. He carried a message of hope in the smile and 
hearty handshake with which he greeted his fellow-man. This in 
part, accoimts for the fact that he was universally loved by the people 
of the town in which he lived. Of him it might well have been said, he 

“ • * * keep>s a supply of love and cheer 
For all the folks for all the year, 

Who knows that a gentle loving smile / 

Is the best of tonics for all the while.” 
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He was endowed with the happy faculty of making those with 
whom he came in contact believe in themselves, and the art of draw- 
ing out the very best in those with whom he was associated. 

In young people and children he was intensely interested. In 
everything pertaining to their happiness, development, spiritual growth 
and welfare he was deeply concerned. For them and with them he 
worked and played. The boys and girls of Oxford, including the four 
hundred orphans at the Masonic Orphanage, upon whom he ardently 
bestowed his affection and to whom his life and work were a joy and 
inspiration, have lost a friend indeed. 

A profound student, he was remarkably well educated, although 
he never had the opportunity of attending college. Intellectually he 
was far above the average. As a preacher and speaker he was vigorous 
and effective — at times eloquent — always forceful and clear. 

In saying that his life as my pastor meant much to me, I am but 
feebly voicing the sentiments of scores of others of his church and 
congregation, who mourn his loss, but esteem it a precious privilege 
to have counted him as their shepherd and their friend. 



MRS. HATTIE LEWIS VALE

Mrs. Hattie Lewis Vale, the wife of the late Rev. Charles Edward 
Vale of the North Carolina Conference, was bom April 22, 1873, on 
the shores of Lake Champlain, Vermont, in the Lewis homestead, 
near Orwell, and passed to her reward April 21, 1921, in Moncure 
Sanatorium, Hamlet, North Carolina, and was laid to rest in the Ceme- 
tery at Trenton, North Carolina, beside her husband and little one, 
Rev. John H. Shore, Presiding Elder of the Rockingham District, 
officiating. 

To write a memoir of a faithful wife of an itinerant preacher 
is to write the memoir of a heroine. No braver, truer company of 
women ever lived than these quiet servants of the church. 

It is not their lot to be in the public eye, but it is theirs to serve 
unnoticed and ofttimes imappreciated. It is theirs to piece out the 
meager salary, to watch over the household, to sympathize with and 
encoiu^ge the husband; to bury a child here and another one there; 
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to forego the comforts of a settled home, but to march beside her hus- 
band as he goes in obedience to the orders of his church. 

It is theirs to adjust themselves to new conditions, to make the 
best of inconveniences, and to endure hardships and to murmur not. 
And be it said to their everlasting honor no complaint is heard from 
their lips. 

The good they do will never be appraised this side of the grave. 
I repeat it, no truer company of women ever lived than the faithful 
wife of an itinerant preacher. It is sometimes said, “that preacher 
is not appreciated.” But it would more often be true if it were said of 
these godly women who quietly “stay by the stuff” in the ofttimes poor- 
ly furnished parsonage. 

Sister Vale was all this, in a high degree. Bom in the far north, 
it was wonderful how she adjusted herself and made herself one of 
us in our southland. Reared and educated in the midst of the con- 
venience of city life, she went smilingly into some of our most humble 
and poorly arranged parsonages, there to make a home for herself and 
family and also to make it a model home for the improvement of 
her neighbors. She was a woman of culture and refinement, and yet 
she went among the lowly and went with the cheer of her smile and 
the comfort of her wise words. There was no cant or pretense in her, 
she was filled with the spirit of her Lord. 

Sister Vale was never a strong woman physically, and the strain 
of the itinerant’s life told on her health, but she never spared herself, 
but went bravely on with her task. Ofttimes she looked longingly to 
her far away home but the scanty salary was barely suflScient for food, 
clothing and books, and her dream of home was never realized. Grad- 
ually her health gave way until she became a helpless invalid, and 
when the news was brought to her saying, “Charlie,” as she called 
him, “passed away diunng the night,” she was in the hospital in Wil- 
mington, yet she drew on her remaining strength and followed his 
body to its last resting place. 

The strain was a terrible one, a lone woman in a strange land, 
no earthly kindred near her, but her life had been such that she counted 
her friends by the himdreds. That prince of men and friends. Rev. 
A. J. Parker, took charge of her earthly affairs and he, with scores of 
others, did all that human friendship could do to make her last hours 
as easy as possible. She suffered terribly, but her faith and mind 
remained to the end. She made her will concerning her one child, 
committing him to the care of her true friend, Rev. A. J. Parker, and 
then quietly slipped away to be 

“With those long loved and lost awhile.” 
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“We thank God that the ties of memory, love and friendship are 
not broken by the hand of death.’* 

Added to these are the following tributes to her character and 
worth by individuals competent to speak advisedly. 

Rev. T. J. Taylor, D. D., pastor of the Missionary Baptist Church 
in Warrenton, North Carolina, where Mrs. Broom had spent four 
years, writes: “We never had a neighbor that we prized more highly 
than we did Mrs. Broom, and we shall never forget her bright, friendly 
cheerfulness. I am glad that I knew her. The fragrance of her life 
remains with us.” 

Rev. N. H. D. Wilson, P. E., Washington, North Carolina, writes: 
“During the hours here at the time of your daughter’s death I saw 
enough to assure me that your wife was a choice spirit, one of God’s 
elect.” 

Mrs. A. B. Pearsall, Red Springs, North Carolina, writes: “I 

always loved her, and admired her lovely character. I so well remember 
how nobly she stood by our poor Missionary Society, and helped over 
the hard places. And she was so cheerful, and put up with the poor 
accommodations of our tiny parsonage.” 

By Miss Willie Lea: “It is with much regret that I’ve learned 
of the passing of Mrs. Broom, who, as a faithful preacher’s wife, won 
for her, by her superior qualities, the high esteem and affectionate 
regard of all with whom she came in contact, and wherever his lot 
was cast.” 

Of her as a fond, loving, competent mother, just as many good 
things, as the foregoing can be well and truly said. 

She now sleeps the sleep of peace in the cemetery at Washington, 
North Carolina, beside her youngest daughter. Miss Isabelle, who 
died May 19, 1921. 

She leaves with her sorely bereaved husband, three children: 
Miss Edith, Superintendent of the Fowle Memorial Hospital, Wash- 
ington, North Carolina, Mrs. J. Edward Allen, Warrenton, North 
Carolina, and Robt. H. Broom, Jr., student in North Carolina State 
College, and other loved ones to share and be comforted, in their deep 
sorrow, by the legacy of her well spent life and triumphant death in the 
Christian faith. 

Loved ones of this saintly and sainted woman, think not of her 
as sleeping really beneath the cold sod, upon which the biting frost 
lingers or snowflakes descend, but rather of her as enjoying the full 
fruits of her consecrated life, in that balmy heavenly clime of ceaseless 
warmth and joy.

TO STRENGTHEN EVANGELISM 

To the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to con- 
vene at Hot Springs, Arkansas, in May, 1922, Greetings: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

WhereaSyXmdti the present Disciplinary status of the evangelists of the 
church two serious drawbacks to their largest usefulness exist, namely: 1 
Every evangelist makes his own engagements, involving often muci, 
unnecessary and unsatisfactory correspondence for pastors; making it well-nigh 
impossible for many points to secure the services of a man of special gifts; 
and exposing the evangelists to the danger of careless and sometimes exaspe- 
ratingly discourteous habits of correspondence. 2 The evangelist receives no fixed 
salary, but must depend on the financial results of the meetings he holds for 
a livelihood. He is, therefore, exposed to the temptation to adopt finanri^ l 
schemes injurious to himself and the church. A hurtful emphasis is laid on 
money in his mind. The church is scandalized by the notoriety of purses 
handed evangelists at times, especially in the eyes of those who serve to carry 
out some of the schemes employed. Congregations are sometimes bled until 
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they are burdensomely taxed to meet their budgets, cases being known where 
evangelists have lifted collections larger for a few weeks work than the pastor 
received for a whole year. This commercialization of the evangelist’s oppor- 
tunity disturbs the minds of many thoughtful men, and for the safeguarding of 
evangelism, the very life of Methodism, it should cease. 

Therefore, we, the North Carolina Conference, in session at New Bern, 
North Carolina, November 16-21, 1921, do respectfully memorialize your 
honorable body to enact suitable legislation to correct these two un-Methodistic 
features of the evangelistic work of the church. 

As a suggestion we offer the following: Strike out the words “General 

evangelists, approved evangelists and,” in lines 41-2 of Paragrah 286, and 
substitute therefor the following: 

The recognized evangelists of all grades, except the Conference 
evangelists, shall labor under the direction of and be responsible to 
the Committee on Evangelism, which shall be the agency through 
and by which all their engagements to hold evangelistic meetings 
shall be made. They shall be paid a fixed salary, according to 
grades based on experience, gilts and usefulness, and shall forward 
to the Committee all moneys received for meetings. Pastors 
engaging their services shall report on their work and shall arrange 
with the Committee for the expense involved. Provided, that 
nothing in this plan shall be so construed as to disturb the rela- 
tion of a member of an Annual Conference to his Conference or of 
a local preacher to his District or Quarterly Conferences. 

Add to Paragraph 156 the following: Also to report to the 

general Committee on Evangelism on the work within his charge 
of recognized evangelists, except Conference evangelists, whether 
engaged by himself or not.

COMMISSION FOR CHURCH AT CHAPEL HILL 

The joint commission charged with the building of a new church at 
Chapel Hill desires to submit the following report: 

1. The joint commission was authorized by the two conferences in 
North Carolina to proceed with the building of a $150,000.00 church, the money 
to be derived as follows: From the two Boards of Missions $20,000.00, each; 
the two Boards of Church Extension $10,000.00, each; the General Board 
of Church Extension $20,000.00; the local community $20,000.00; and the 
Alumni of the University $50,000.00 

2. This commission felt that the old church lot was inadequate for such 
a building. So the matter of location was of first concern. After a full con- 
sideration of the entire situation, an exchange of properties was effected with 
the University which was of mutual advantage to both parties concerned. 
By this exchange, the present church lot has 68 feet additional on the front, 
with 12 feet easement on either side for a passageway. This gives us a lot 
180 feet front, and 200 feet deep, bounded on three sides by the University 
campus. Without a question, it must be admitted that the Methodist have 
the most strategic location enjoyed by any church in Chapel Hill, and also 
let it be said that the University, recognizing our need and appreciating what 
we are attempting to do, was really generous to the church. 

3. The local church has assumed its proportion of $20,000.00 and the 
several boards of the Conferences have assumed their part, $60,000.00. Plans 
are being laid for securing the $50,000.00 from Alumni and friends of the 
University. The commission requests the preachers and laymen of the Con- 
ferences to hereby pledge themselves to give their sympathy and lend their 
best aid in doing the work enterprised by the Conferences. 

4. This joint commission is composed of E. K. McLarty, R. M. Court- 
ney, Leon Cash, Walter Thompson (deceased) , and for the 

W’^estem North Carolina Conference: M. T. Plyler, A. D. Wilcox, Euclid 

McWhorter, Walter Patton, and C. T. Rogers for the North Carolina Con- 
ference. 

That the local church may be organically related to the commission 
in working out the many details involved in building, it has been mutually 
agreed by this commission and the Chapel Hill church that the commission 
having charge of the Chapel Hill enterprise be composed of five additional 
members representing the local church, viz: L. R. Wilson, E. W. Knight, 

R. L. Stroud, Clyde Eubanks, and N. W. Walker. This constitutes a com- 
mission of fifteen members which will be charged with working out all plans 
and pushing the enterprise to its consummation. 

5. The attention of the Western North Carolina Conference is directed 
to the vacancy caused by the death of Walter Thompson and also to the 
vacancy that went unprovided for at the last session of the Conference. 

The commission takes it that the adoption of this report not only ap- 
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proves work done to the present, but also urges that the work be pressed with 
all reasonable dispatch. M. T. Plyler, Chairman.

BOARD OF TEMPERANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE 

RECONSTRUCTION DAYS 

In these da}^ of reconstruction, the church must be practical. It is 
not enough to preach the Gospel in the abstract. The church must inter- 
pret it to the state and society in the matter of every day life. Social service 
means that the church should take a hand in solving the present day prob- 
lems that arise wherein the moral life and Christian character of the people 
are affected. The world peace, the League of Nations, the negro problem, 
lynching bee, the tobacco question, the fashion of dress, the moving picture, 
the street carnival. Sabbath observance, the prohibition of the liquor traffic, 
the respect of law and the enforcement of law are problems that can not be 
rightly solved apart from the influence of the church and the teachings of 
the Word. We covet for Methodism her true place in the solution of all these 
problems . 

THE BIBLE THE GUIDE 

The Bible is the divine constitution for every human government and 
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each government is a minister of God (Romans 13:4). It is the duty of the 
church to point out the obligations of citizenship or the true relation of man 
to man as member of society. Therefore, the organized church must declare 
itself on all these debatable questions that involve morality and Christian 
character. 

OUR CREED 

Yoiu: board has considered these problems and rep>orts as follows: 

1. Sabbath Observance. This Conference sees evil ahead in the grow- 
ing disregard for the Sabbath. The wide open Sunday advocates must be 
defeated or soon our Sabbath as a day of worship, meditation and prayer 
will be gone. We oppose the playing of baseball, golf, and like games on 
that day. We fear the automobile used on Sunday is often an agency for 
evil rather than a means of worship and service. The tendency to com- 
mercialize the Sabbath, making it a day of traflSc, travel, business and pleasure 
is wrong and we want to sound a word of alarm and call our people to God^s 
way of observance. “Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy. Six days 
shalt thou labor and do all thy work, but the seventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God. In it thou shalt not do any work, thou nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, nor thy manservant, nor thy maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor 
the stranger that is within thy gate; for in six days the Lord made Heaven 
and earth, the sea and all that in them is and rested the seventh day; there- 
fore, the Lord blessed the Sabbath day and hallowed it.” 

The committee has given careful consideration to a communication 
from Rev. I. Cochrane Hunt, D. D., Secretary of the Lord’s Alliance, setting 
forth the need of concerted action on the part of the Protestant churches 
to defend the American Sabbath against its enemies, and we urge our pastors 
and p>eople to co-operate with this organization in its efforts to save this nation 
from the wide open Sabbath. 

We have also considered the communication from the Hon. Noah W. 
Coop>er, Chairman of the Southern Methodist Sabbath-Day Crusade Com- 
mittee. We reaffirm our position of last yeaj: and assure him of our support 
for the enactment of the proposed legislation. We continue the CcMnmittee, 
W. W. Peele, W. B. Cooper and R. L. Davis, to aid in this work. 

2. Disarmament Conference and Peace. Since the American govern- 
ment last year spent $5,656,003,706.00 for all purposes and since 7.2 percent 
only of this was used for public welfare, public worics and administration 
purposes and 92.8 percent were spent for war and armament, it would appear 
that the chief pmpose of government with us is war. “Civilization is made 
in peace, not in war.” All of the constructive things on which the progress 
of the race depends, are the products of peace. War only destroys what 
ages of peace have erected. Shall we continue to spend billions to kill with 
and only a pittance to build with? We most heartily commend the attitude 
of our government in calling the International Ccmference for the reduction 
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and limitation of armament. We also unanimously endorse the action of 
Secretary Hughes in recommending a very material reduction of naval arma- 
ments. The hope of our civilization depends upon the principles of p>eace 
as given to us by our Savior. May we have “peace on earth and good will 
to men.” 

3. The Bible in the Public Schools. Realizing that the safety of our 
homes, the stability of om’ government and the hope of our civilization are 
all dependent upon the truths found in the Bible, and that it is for the best 
interest of the home, of the chiirch and of the state that this generation of 
children know the Bible, the book of truth, we petition the teachers, the school 
boards and the county superintendents of public instruction, nearly all of 
whom we believe are Christians, to make a place for the Bible that it may be 
taught in all the public schools. 

4. Reverence for Law. We deplore the fact that there is much dis- 
respect and disregard for the law. The disregard of the speed regulations 
causes many deaths each year and the disregard of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the anti-liquor laws is breeding anarchy and lawlessness. The 
remedy is for the Christian patriots to have a profound reverence for the 
law because it is law and thus stop the jokes, the ridiculing attitude and the 
violation of law by others. 

5. Enforcement of Law. We favor the strict enforcement of the Eight- 
eenth Amendment and all laws, state and national, that carry out its pur" 
pose. We endorse the work of the Anti-Saloon League for law-enforcement 
and for the education of the school children on the evils of alcoholic poison 
to mind and body. We call the attention of the teachers throughout the 
state to the law passed by the last General Assembly setting apart one day 
in the year as temperance day, when other school duties must give way to 
speeches, songs and addresses on temp>erance. 



SECOMMENDATIONS 

We recommend that the Conference request the Bishop to appoint 
R. L. Davis Superintendent of the North Carolina Anti-Saloon League for 
another year, he having been re-elected to that position by their board. 



We recommend that the Conference appoint Rev. A. D. Wilcox and 
Prof. R. L. Flowers as members of the Board of Trustees of the Anti-Saloon 
League. 

Your board is glad to learn that the Anti-Saloon League is planning 

1 a great law enforcement convention to be held in Washington, D. C., Decem- 
ber 6, 7 and 8th, and as we believe the influence of our church should be given 
to this movement, we name the following as delegates to this convention.

BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE METHODIST SUMMER SCHOOL 

The fourth session of the Methodist Summer School held at Trinity 
College, June 8-17, 1921, met the fullest expectations. 

The report of the Dean, Professor H. E. Sp>ence, shows that from the 
Western North Carolina Conference 35 undergraduates passed on 211 courses, 
and from the North Carolina Conference, 21 imdergraduates passed 107 
courses. But for the number of men who had college credits the number 
of courses taken would have been greater. Total of undergraduates, 56; 
total number of courses taken, 318. Last year 62 passed 224 courses. This 
indicates much better work done and the instructors testified that the class 
work was the most satisfactory yet. It was very fine. 

Dr. A. T. Robertson gave each day an exposition based on the Greek 
New Testament. This was largely attended but no records were kept or 
credits given. 

Rev. E. E. Beauchamp met a class each day in the study of the countr y 
church. 

Bishop Edwin Mouzon, Dr. H. C. Morrison, and Dr. W. I. Cranford 
were heard in special lectures and addresses. 

More than two hundred were in attendance and the interest well sus- 
tained throughout. Better fellowship and a more serious purpose ran through 
the whole. This venture is no longer an experiment. 

The purpose of the management is to increase the scope of the school 
and to make the courses attractive to an ever enlarging munber. The coun- 
try church and the Sunday School should have special consideration. 

More money is needed. The active interest of every presiding elder 
and pastor must be enlisted until Trinity campus in June reaches the boim- 
daries of the state. Trinity College should be the clearing house of ideas 
for North Carolina Methodism that is always hospitable to ideas and the 
divine impulse.

Your committee hears with pleasure that the health of the children 
in the Orphanage has been good this year, then not heying been any serious 
sickness among them. This has been due, ir < t I *ast, to increased 
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out-door athletics which has also afforded the children much genuine pleasure 
as well as health. 

We most heartily approve of the course persued by our Superintendent 
in taking a class of the children to a number of our charges to sing in our 
churches. Especially since this is done not to get a chance to take a collection, 
for no collection is taken, and only the traveling expenses is exp>ected, but 
to increase our people^s interest in the children and in the institution. 

We are glad to note that between twenty and thirty of our boys and 
girls are in college and there because of the Betty Henly Vann Educational 
Loan Fund, for which we once again thank Brother S. C. Vann. 

From the stand-point of finances we have many things for which to 
be thankful. In spite of the depression our engathering has been good. The 
number remembering our Orphanage in their wills is rapidly increasing. We 
appreciate the fact that the Wesley Bible Class Federation has pledged itself 
to raise the difference between what we have and what is necessary for the 
erection of a Baby Cottage. We urge the pastors to encourage the classes 
in the carrying out of this pledge. We have on hand for the Cottage $7,455.00 
in cash and $6,000.00 in subscriptions. 

We are sorry to see that there is a decrease in special offerings and a 
shortage in the regular Conference Fimd which handicaps the institution 
very much. Let us remember that we have 245 children to be cared for regard- 
less of financial conditions in the land. 

Our Orphanage is in a congested condition and there are a large number 
of applications on file now. We have room for only four or five and the Board 
has ruled that this shall be reserved for whole orphans. So we rejoice to note 
that the Board proposes to start building operations in the spring. This 
of course, means more children in the institution which means there will be 
need for a larger support. 

Since the caring for the orphans is a large part of the work of Southern 
Methodism, and since there is no notice taken of it or mention made of it, 
in oiur General Conference we suggest that the committee on memorials memo- 
rialize the General Conference to make some recognition of it. 

In view of the insufficiency of the assessment to take care of the Or- 
phanage, we recommend that all special collections taken for the Orphanage 
be sent direct to Brother Barnes as a special and not used to help out assess- 
ments. 

We recommend that the assessment equal to ten per cent of the pastor’s 
salary on each charge be continued as heretofore. 

We recommend the confirmation of the following as trustees to succeed 
themselves, their term of office to expire in 1926: B. B. Adams, W. B. Boyd, 
M. Bradshaw, J. G. Brown, R. E. Prince, J. S. Wynne, S. C. Vann, also Dr. 
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Albert Anderson and Hon. Josephus Daniels, newly elected, for the same 
term, and J. A. Long for term expiring 1924. 

We wish to express our appreciation of Brother A. S. Barnes, our worthy 
Superintendent, and recommend that he be reappointed for the ensuing year. 
We find that the salary is $3,600.00. 

We recommend that all pastors, as far as practical, ask for an offering 
on or near Thanksgiving as a special for the Orphanage.

REPORT No. 1 OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 

The Sunday School Board desires to call the attention of the Conference 
to the comprehensive program of work available for our Methodist Sunday 
School workers. We are glad to report that such outstanding leaders in the 
world of religious education as Dr. Henry F. Cope of the Northern Baptist 
Church and Dr. H. H. Meyer, of the Methodist Episcopal Church and others 
of equal prominence have publicly declared that the present Sunday School 
plans of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, are the best which are be- 
ing promoted by any denomination. Growing out of these plans which have 
in mind the needs of the best equipped schools as well as the most badly handi- 
capped schools, there have come many encouraging things. More than 1,000 
certificates for training are being issued to our workers each month. More 
than 300,000 Sunday School members have united with the church in the 
past four years. More than one and one-half million dollars has been raised 
for missions by our Sunday Schools within the past five years. 

In our own Conference the work must be re-enforced in every possible 
manner. The support of our presiding elders and pastors is essential. The 
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support of every church member is also fundamentally important. We want 
to offer the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved f That we urge our Methodist people to inform themselves 
thoroughly of our own Sunday School plans. 

2. That all of our people who can possibly give themselves to the 
promotion of Simday School work give their efforts first of all to the forward- 
ing of oiu: own plans rather than to those promoted by agencies outside of 
our own denomination and over which we have no control. 

3. That we urge every Methodist Sunday Schoc^ desiring to contrib 
ute to the Sunday School cause make such contribution through the regula 
channels of our own church rather than through non-responsible organizations 

4. That we urge individual Methodists who have money to contribute 
to Sunday School work to invest such fimds in the promotion of our work. 

5. That our Sunday Schools make wider use of our own literature and 
introduce such special courses of study as “The Church and its Sacraments,*' 
“Studies in Methodist History,*’ and “A Methodist Church at Work.**

REPORT No. 2 OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 

Your Sunday School Board begs leave to submit the following report: 

We have fallen upon evil times. A note of doubt and uncertainty is 
in the air. Men dread the collapse of civilization. The one thing that can 
help us stem the tide of evil and keep alive the ideals for which we have striven 
is a constructive educational policy along the lines suggested by Jesus of 
Nazareth. If this is true it is of paramount importance that we renew our 
efforts in the attempt to make the Sunday School unusually effective in the 
great crisis that confronts us. To this end yoiir Board asks your hearty 
co-operation in its enterprises. We offer the following recommendations for 
your consideration: 

1. That we put forth great effort in the attempt to train our people 
for this great task and that for this purpose we undertake the holding of as 
many standard training schools as possible, making such appropriation for 
them as seems necessary. 

2. That a sum of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) be set 
aside for the purpose of holding other schools wherever there seems to be a 
need for them and wherever it is practical to hold them. 

3. That the Executive Committee be empowered to secure the services 
,of such workers as may be available in the various districts in the attempt 
to do some constructive work in every district in the Conference. 

4. That there shall be held a Conference-wide federation to take the 
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place of the Bible Class Federation and that the sum of five hundred dollars 
($500.00) be set apart for the expenses of such a meeting. 

5. That we again co-operate with the Board of Managers of the Trinity 
College Summer School for preachers in the attempt to provide for training 
courses for Sunday School workers. 

6. That we approve of the Junaluska Training School and urge our 
people to attend wherever possible. 

7. That we express our appreciation for the splendid work which has 
been done by Dr. E. B. Chappell, and we insist that our people patronize 
our own Publishing House in securing their Sunday School literature. At- 
tention is especially called to the new periodicals that are being prepared 
for boys and girls. We urge our people to give them a trial. 

8. That we pay special attention to the development of the Sunday 
School work of our rural districts. We approve of the plan known as the 
four-times-a-year circuit institute which provides for definite cultivation of our 
country work. We recommend that these meetings be held by all our cir- 
cuits and suggest fifth Sundays as a convenient time for holding such meetings . 

9. The Board recommends the publication of a bulletin of religious 
education for the general purpose of disseminating information throughout 
the Sunday Schools of the entire Conference. 

We wish to report that we have secured the services of Mr. L . L. Gobbel 
and Miss Georgia Keene as Field Secretary and Elementary Superintendent 
respectively. Again we urge the hearty co-operation of the pastors and pre- 
siding elders and in return we pledge the greatest service of which your Board 
is capable.

REPORT No. 1 OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 

We, the Board of Education of North Carolina Conference, have had 
under consideration reports concerning the Christian Education Movement 
from the General Board of Education and from the Conference Educational 
Secretary, and respectfully offer the following recommendations: 

1. We are gratified at the splendid progress that has been made to- 
wards the attainment of the five objectives of the Christian Education Move- 
ment. When all of the conditions are taken into account we believe that 
what has been accomplished is little short of marvelous. It is a great tribute 
to the faithful service and loyalty of the preachers and people participating. 

2. We desire to emphasize the fact that the campaign is not closed. 
If our institutions needed $33,000,000.00 a year ago the Movement has multi- 
plied that need by awakening in our people a desire for Christian education. 
The schools of the Church last year turned away 5,000 for lack of facilities; 
they probably have lost much more heavily this year for the same reason. 
We are, therefore, in the midst of an incompleted task. Every charge in 
Methodism has been assigned a definite part in a great co-operative effort 
of the Church to solve its educational problem and it is hereby declared to 
be the policy of the North Carolina Conference to continue to make every 
reasonable effort to realize all the objectives of the movement. 

3. That the presiding elders in the first round of Quarterly Conferences 
in answer to the question, “What is being done for Christian Education?'* 
secure accurate reports from pasters and church collectors or directors con- 
cerning the quota and the amounts already subscribed, and concerning the 
general economic condition in each charge. We further recommend that 
wherever practicable arrangements be made to finish the Every-Member 
Canvass in churches which have not raised their quotas. The full amount 
of each quota should be subscribed if possible by the General Conference 
of 1922. 

4. That we urge our p)eople to pay promptly their educational sub- 
scriptions when they fall due, that pastors and presiding elders do what they 
can to secure prompt p»ayment, and that as most subscriptions fall due Novem- 
ber 1st, we fix the first week in November as Pay-Up-Week. The schools 
and colleges of our Conference are sorely in need of money and as a means 
of relief the co-oporation of pastor, presiding elder and p>eople is urged in an 
effort to secure the prompt p>ayment of pledges. 
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5. That if church collectors in any charge or charges have not been 
appointed, they should be elected at the first Quarterly Conference of the 
ensuing year. 

6. That where the original pledge cards have not been sent to the 
Educational Secretary the pastor arrange to have them sent to him at an 
early date. 

7. That Rev. H. M. North be appointed as Conference Educational 
Secretary at a salary of $1,200.00 per year.

REPORT No. 2 OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 

The Christian Education Movement has served to give a greater im- 
petus to all our institutions; not only have their financial resources been en- 
larged but the interest of our people everywhere has been quickened and 
their imderstanding of the true ideals of education has been deepened. Be- 
ing called upon to make sacrifice for the support of these institutions and 
having the whole cause presented to them as never before they have turned 
their eyes with a new affection and a new devotion to our colleges. 

While our Conference, which was asked to raise $1,322,700.00 for this 
cause succeeded in subscribing only $610,127.25, we do not in any sense look 
upon this as a defeat but in view of the strained and imcertain times, as a 
triumphant victory. We record ourselves as believing that in no small mea- 
sure the moral triumph of the Educational Movement and the raising, against 
such odds, of this great sum have been due to the consecrated efforts of Rev. 
H. M. North, our Secretary. 



TRINITY COLLEGE 

Our great college at Durham owned jointly by this Conference and 
Western North Carolina Conference has enrolled more students than ever 
before in her history; seven hundred and sixty-three, or one hundred more 
than for the whole of last year. Her administration and faculty continue 
their labors in the spirit of sacrifice, and look toward the future with faith and 
with the hope and will to serve. Her student body, a group of young people 
of incomparable promise, inspires us to prayer that God may take of the 
choicest of them for His field of service at home and abroad, and that He 
may use them all in His own way for the blessing of this world. The minis- 
terial band composed of those preparing for the ministry and student volim- 
teers for foreign mission field numbers about one hundred. 

Conforming to request of the trustees at their last meeting that we 
appoint a committee of two to confer with a like committee from the Western 
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North Carolina Conference in studying the needs of the Biblical department 
and in formulating plans for its enlargement, we nominate: Prof. R. L. Flowers 
and W. A. Stanbury and request that this committee report to the next ses- 
sion of this Conference. 

We recommend confirmation of the following trustees who have been 
elected: B. N. Duke, H. A. Page, and M. E. Newsom; and Rev. W. W. Peele 
who has been nominated to succeed Rev. A. P. Tyer, deceased. 

GREENSBORO COLLEGE 

From this historic college for women comes the same story of distress 
for lack of room. Progress is being made on every line and it seems her use- 
fulness is limited by facilities we shall provide. We recommend confirma- 
tion of the following trustees: Miss Nannie Lee Smith, representing the Alumnae 
Association, in place of Rev. E. L. Bain, resigned; J. A. Long, representing 
the North Carolina Conference, whose term expires December 31, 1921; and 
W. E. Springer, representing the Alumnae Association, whose term expires 
December 31, 1921. 

LOUISBURG COLLEGE 

This Junior College reports a good year with slightly decreased enroll- 
ment as against last year. This institution is in great need of more equip- 
ment and more room. We recommend election of the following to be trustees 
of Louisburg College: T. J. Gore for unexpired term of C. F. Harvey; C. M. 
Carr for imexpired term of H. A. Page; N. H. D. Wilson, A. J. Parker, F. B. 
McKinne for term of three years expiring December 31, 1924. 



CAROLINA COLLEGE 



This institution is making noble efforts to supply the need for Christian 
Education in its section of the state and under the guidance of President and 
Mrs. John is in no small way succeeding. The enrollment is slightly smaller 
than last year. 

We recommend the confirmation of the following as trustees of this 
College; term of oflSce expiring 1927: W. H. Neal, Leake S. Covington, John 
H. Hall, M. Bradshaw, R. B. John, T. O. Evans, R. D. Phillips. 

We recommend the confijmation of R. C. Beaman to fill vacancy in 
the class whose term expires 1923, and J. H. Shore to fill vacancy in class 
expiring in 1927. 

TRINITY PARK SCHOOL 

We are thankful for the progress and growth of our only preparatory school. 
Its service especially to young men, who have been denied high school advan- 
tages in their home communities, can never be estimated. We recommend 
that the appropriation be applied as last year.

Whereas^ There have crept in among us unawares, and foimd lodge- 
ment in many high places of influence in our Church, certain views of the 
Holy Scriptures and propaganda concerning the same, which under the guise 
of modem scholarship, so called, assail much of the historical and miraculous 
elements of the Word of God, and 
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WhereaSy we know that the great majority of our members and preachers^ 
have always regarded the Holy Bible as the Word of God, divinely inspired, 
and that it is the infallible and authoritative revelation of divine truth and 
rule of faith and conduct for mankind, and 

WhereaSy each one of us in taking the vows of membership at the altar 
of the church aflSrmed his faith in the Holy Scriptures, and all of our ministers, 
in their ordination, vowed, not only to believe the same, but to teach and 
defend the Bible as the Word of God; therefore be it resolved 

Firsty That we reaffirm our faith in and allegiance to the Bible as the 
only and sufficient guide in life for men. 

Second, That as a Conference we put ourselves on record that in our 
judgment no one who holds, preaches or teaches doctrines subversive to the 
foundations of our faith has the moral right to a place in our church, and we 
earnestly request that all such retire from our ministry. 

Third, That it is our judgment that all representatives of this Conference 
who serve on boards of trustees of our schools and colleges or upon any con- 
nectional boards or who may represent us in the General Conference unequivo- 
cally stand for the elimination from our schools and colleges, from editorial 
control of any and all of our church and Sunday school periodicals, and for 
the removal from all mission fields, as well as the elimination from all con- 
nectional places, and all places of influence and power among us of all persons 
who hold or teach in public or private views concerning the Holy Scriptures 
contrary to the established standards of doctrine as held and practiced by 
Methodism. 

Fourth, That we hereby earnestly request all those who have charge 
of our institutions of learning, including Sunday school institutes and preachers^ 
institutes or summer schools, that they do not employ, or in any way use 
the service of any teachers or lecturers who are known to be imsound in their 
views of the Scriptures as measured by our standard of doctrine, or who by 
their words, written or spoken, attack or bring into question the fimdamentals 
of our faith, or who do not accept the truth of the Holy Scriptures as the 
inspired Word of God.

To the North Carolina Conference: 



Your Committee on Group Insurance would respectfully report that 
because of the existing financial conditions it does not feel disposed to recom- 
mend that the Conference add to its budget a sum sufficient to insure the 
lives of all its members — nor is the committee clear in its own mind that such 
action would be wise if financial conditions were different although it feels 
deeply that there is need for better protection for the families of our preachers. 

The cost of group insurance would be approximately $20.00 per member 
for each $1,000.00 of insurance — the average age being about 50 years. The 
premium for individual insurance at that age is $37.73. For $1,000.00 in- 
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surance for each member, the budget would have to be increased about $5,000.00* 

The great advantage in the group insurance plan is that policies would 
be issued on every member, regardless of age or physical condition. 

If with this information the Conference should determine to adopt 
such a plan, a new committee should be appointed with full power to select 
a company or companies, and to make contracts.

REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 

The events of the past year have made thoughtful men consider the 
true relation of Christ to the life of the world. When kings and emperors 
and presidents, who lead the races of men, have sought for a ray of light and 
hope for their peoples they have seen the cross of Christ above all other forces 
that are promising to usher in a new day into their sodden life, and they have 
heard above the clamor of the masses the angels’ song, “Peace on earth, good 
will to men.” 

Here, and here alone, lies the hope of the world for peace, for happi- 
ness, for brotherhood, for “good will to men.” 

The wise men of the East have journeyed westward that they may find 
the Star of Peace. To the far off battle line in earth’s remotest frontiers the 
messengers of “Peace and good will to men” have been sent. They stand 
as the sentinels of the living God proclaiming the eternal message of God’s 
love to the world. In these soldiers of the cross lie the hope of God and the 
hope of men. Our soldiers who bear arms of destruction may and should 
be recalled and directed to productive work of the nation, but the soldiers 
of “Good will to men” must die at their posts, and recruits sent to grasp the 
cross and hold it aloft before despairing peoples. Cursed will be the day 
when the sentinels of God retreat because the line of supply has failed. 

Your Board has labored over the problems of maintaining the supply. 
It has decided to place the burden upon the shoulders of the presiding elders 
and the ministers. Your Board recommends that Rev. A. D. Wilcox be 
reappointed Conference Missionary Secretary at a salary of $1,000.00 and 
to maintain his present relation with the Board for the ensuing year, but 
it resp>ectfully asks that the presiding elders assume the responsibility of col- 
lecting the balance of the Centenary pledges. And that this work may be 
successfully culminated, we urge the full co-operation of all the ministers 
in this most important task. 
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Your Board endorses the timely and efficient work of the Rural School 
for Pastors held at Lake Junaluska last June. Two pastors of rural work 
were sent by the Board to test out the work of the school. Their enthusiastic 
reports of the practical value of the studies warrant a larger representation 
the coming year. 

It is with much interest that your Board endorses the Near East Relief 
Work and begs your active support in the campaign this fall and this winter 
for funds to shelter and feed the thousands of shivering and starving women 
and children of the Near East. 

One of the constructive, forward movements of our Conference is the 
programme for our church at the State University. Your Board endorses 
the report submitted by the joint commission, and congratulates them on 
effecting such a satisfactory exchange of properties with the University Trustees. 
The work is commended to our constituency and urged that hearty co-operation 
be given the representatives of this work in securing the funds with which to 
build this church.

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD 

The Ep worth League Board begs to submit the following report: 

We rejoice in the report of our (General Secretary that there has been 
unprecedented progress in the Epworth League work of our church. The 
growth has been indicated by organization of new Chapters both in our Junior 
and Senior Departments, there being an increase of 20% in chapters, and 
18% in membership. We note growth also along financial lines, nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars having been raised for all purposes by the Leagues 
of Southern Methodism. 



In our own Conference last year there was an increase of sixteen Leagues 
and seven hundred and seventy-five members, about $3,000.00 being raised 
for missions with more than $4,000.00 increase for all purposes. 



Yet in the face of these facts we realize the fact that there is much work 
to be done. We note with grateful pride the work of our Conference presi- 
dent and that of our active District secretaries. In the present organization 
of our Epworth League work the office of the District Secretary is being em- 
phasized. We desire to recommend both them and their work to the Con- 
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ference, and bespeak for them its hearty co-operation in carrying out the 
plans which have been made for them. 

We recognize the fact that the League has a large and distinctive place 
in the training and development of our young people for Christian fellowship, 
and for functioning in all departments of Christian work. It is the desire 
of the Epworth League to prove a strong factor in keeping Methodism true 
to its original conceptions. Through the Departments of Mission Study 
and Life Service our young people not only receive missionary instruction 
but actual recruits for mission work are enlisted and trained. More than 
two thousand have signed enlistment cards for all forms of Christian service 
at home and abroad. In this day of a depleted ministry, and of urgent calls 
from missionary fields, the success in this branch of our work can no longer 
be lightly considered. 

Looking then to the larger and more eflScient promotion of this important 
work, we therefore, recommend: 

1. That Epworth Leagues be organized in all charges wherever prac- 
ticable, and that our preachers inform themselves as to the importance of 
Epworth League work and lend their unqualified assistance, realizing that 
here again the pastor is the key-man. 

2. That special attention be directed to the organization of Junior 
and Intermediate chapters. In the Junior work the foimdation is laid for 
the League program, and the Intermediate work forms the connecting link 
between this and the Senior division of the work, suppljdng as well a very 
vital need during a very critical period in the lives of our young people. We 
eel that the importance of this can not be too strongly emphasized. 

3. We urge the regular observance of Anniversary Day in congregations 
in which there are Epworth League Chapters, and Young People’s Day in 
congregations in which there are no League Chapters. In this connection 
we ra.11 attention to the offering to be taken on this day and the instruction 
given in the Discipline with reference to its direction, the same being for- 
warded to the Treasurer of our Conference Epworth League who remits one- 
half to the Conference Epworth League Board, and one-half to the Centra 1 
OflSce. 

4. That our Leagues continue to use the space allowed us in our Con- 
ference Organ, and that in this connection the work of our editor. Rev. J. 
Herbert Miller be commended. 

5. That we urge attendance upon District Institutes and our Con- 
ference League Assembly. 

6. That the work of our Epworth League Assembly be endorsed, and 
that the services of our Conference President, Rev. F. S. Love, be commended 
with grateful appreciation. 

7. That the attention of oiu: League Chapters be directed to our League 
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publications, namely: The Epworth Quarterly and the Epworth Era. These 
are distinctively League publications and are heartily recommended. 



We wish to express again our desire and purpose to co-operate faithfully 
with the Epworth League Board, with our Conference Epworth League and 
our General Secretary.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 

After several days of earnest deliberation your Board reports: 

The total for the year from assessment is $11,050.41, which is $2,253.89 
more than last year. 

The Board felt impelled, from the growing need of an adequate loan 
fund to request the chairman to see that this cause is represented at the Dis- 
trict Conferences this year, and that the Advocate be requested to give some 
space for getting the matter before our people. Brothers Chaffin, Stack and 
Holden were appointed to furnish material by which we may get some idea 
of the needs of this Board. All legitimate means will be used to increase 
this fund by voluntary contributions, as the Board was unanimously opposed 
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to any increase in assessment at present. Our loan fund is now only $10,197.00 
which we have built by setting aside what small amount we could each year 
for this purpose. 

A memorial to the General Conference was unanimously offered by 
the Board, and adopted by the Conference, requesting that the new law which 
takes the distribution of the Conference funds from the Conference Boards 
and places in the hands of the General Board, be so amended as to return 
the privilege of handling its own funds to the Conference Board. 

Your Board wishes most sincerely to thank Mr. Duke for his continued 
aid to rural charges, and Dr. Few for his patient administration of the same.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 



THE CONSTITUTION 

\ 

Article 1. This association shall be called the North Carolina Con- 
erence Brotherhood. 

Article 2. The Officers of this association shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, and a Secretary and Treasiurer, who shall hold their offices 
until their successors shall be elected, and who together shall constitute a 
Board of Trustees, for the investment and application of all fimds that may 
come into their hands. The offices of Secretary and Treasurer shall be held 
by one person. 

Article 3. An annual meeting of the Brotherhood shall be held dur- 
ing the session of the Annual Conference, at such time and place as may be 
designated by the President, at which meeting the officers of the association 
shall be elected. 

Article 4. Any clerical member of the North Carolina Conference, 
either on trial or in full connection, may become a beneficiary of the Brother- 
hood by the payment of an initiation fee of fifty (50) cents and, within sixty 
(60) days from the date of entrance, a mortuary assessment of three ($3.00) 
dollars. Any person may become a non-beneficiary member upon promise 
to pay one ($1.00) dollar on the death of each beneficiary member. 

Article 5. On the death of a beneficiary member, each surviving 
beneficiary member shall be assessed three ($3.00) dollars, and each non- 
beneficiary member one ($1.00) dollar, same to be paid into the treasury 
within sixty (60) days from the date of the notice of assessment. Alter deduct- 
ing the expense of collecting and disbursing the mortuary benefit, the remainder 
shall be paid to the person or persons designated in the Certificate of member- 
ship. In case the deceased member did not direct how his mortuary benefit 
should be applied, it shall be paid to the surviving wife, or as specially directed. 

Article 6. Any funds coming into the Brotherhood in any way (mor- 








tuary assessments always excepted) shall be invested by the Treasurer, and 
the interest solely used as a supplementary fund to increase the mortuary 
benefit or expense of the association. 



Article 7. A member who shall fail to pay any assessment due, as 
aforesaid within sixty (60) days from the date of notice, shall forfeit his mem- 
bership in the Brotherhood; provided, that if he shall die before the next, 
session of the Annual Conference, and his beneficiaries should at or before 
said session pay all arrears, the Treasurer shall call an assessment on account 
of his death; provided further, that any member forfeiting his membership 
under this article shall be re-admitted to the Brotherhood upon application 
and payment of all arrears. 

Article 8. In the event of the death of the Treasurer, the President 
shall appoint a member to fill his place until the ensuing session of the Annual 
Conference. 

Article 9. Beneficiary membership in the Brotherhood shall not be 
forfeited by transfer to any other field of labor in the itinerant ministry of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Article 10. This Constitution can be amended at the Annual Session; 
provided the amendment proposed shall have been published in the Conference 
paper at least two weeks before the said session. 



BY-LAWS 

1. The President shall sign all Certificates of membership, and perform 
the duties usually required of a presiding officer; and in his absence, his duties 
shall be performed by the Vice-President. 

2. The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board 

of Trustees, and of the Brotherhood, and perform the duties usually required i 

of a Secretary. He shall, upon notification of the death of a beneficiary mem- 
ber, commimicate the fact to the surviving members, notifying them to forward 
the mortuary fee to the Treasurer. 

3. The Treasurer shall receive and care for all the fimds coming to 
the Brotherhood, and shall disburse and invest the same as directed by the 
Constitution and By-Laws. The expenses of notification on the part of the 

Secretary and Treasurer, and for printing, postage, etc., shall be paid out l 

of the amount collected from initiation fees and dues as may be necessary. 

4. In view of the labor imposed upon the Secretary and Treasurer 
by the duties of his office, he shall be exempt from the payment of the mor- 
tuary fees. 

5. No Certificate of membership in the Brotherhood shall be assigned, 

transferred, or in any way pledged for debt. 1

In 1890 North Carolina 
territory in the Holston Conference and in the Virginia Conference, except that beyond the Chowan River, was transferred 
to the North Carolina Conference, and the Conference was divided into the North Carolina and Western North Carolina 
Conferences. In 1894 the remaining North Carolina territory in the Virginia Conference was transferred to the North 
Carolina Conference.
